Her life was much the talke of the preſent 
and ſicceeding times: becauſe it concurr'd to the 
deſtruction ot:the houle of Lancaſter, a Family be- 
yond any then in the Chriſtian world, both in ex- 
cent and dominion, greatneſle of alliance,and glo- 
ry ofa&tion. Her death was ſo obſcure(for who 
counts the ſteps of the unfortunate? }char iris not 
left certainely in ſtory when ſhe dyed. 

But King Bdward by her misfortunes reckoned 
his ownefelicities; and now-jullly conceived 
| himſelte ſecure in that Throne, he ſo paſſionately 
| had endeavoured co {it - at eaſe:in. But becaulc 

che Sceane of his fortune had had: more changes, 
thenany King in England yet, except his Compe: 
'titor:, he continued Rill-with a moſt warchtull 
eyeto looke-about him, And not knowing to 
how.. dangerous.a, growth eneniies mightarrive, 
which for the-preſent appeared meake:hethought 
fit to take order with; Jaſper Earle of Pembrooke, 
who remained in IVales, with a power unable to 
offend the King,bur able enough conſidering the 
nature of the place, ro defend himlſelfe; Where- 
fore,that without apublicke trouble heimight de» 
{troy ſoprivate a perſon, hee fent Roger Faughan 
ftrong both in kindred and followers, with com- 
miſſion by ſome ſtratagem to entrap hin, But the 
Earle had a diſcovery of his plot, . and to dcceive 
the deceiver, ſeemed to give opportunity: for exe- 
cution of the deſigne; by which meanes hce got 
Vaughan into his poſſeſſion, and preſently.cauſed 
hw to be beheaded. | But knowing this a con- 
arring with the wholeprogrelſe of his life in op 
| F | poſition 
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poſition to the King, Would bring himto ruine, | 
either by open po'wer or ſecret practiſe; he reſoly'd 
to faileover into Brittaine,and under the proteRti- 
on of tha ſtate to ſecure himſelfe from the preſent 
ſtorme. With him he carryed his Nephew Henry 
Earle of Richmond, heire of the Teuthers Family by 
che Paternll, by the materiall ſide of the houſe 
of Semmerſet, for the civill warre had now de- 
ſtroy'd all thuſe great Dukes, who had with loſſe 
of their lives ſhewed their devotion to King Hen- 
ry, and left the inhericance of their honour with 
a farre more favourable aſpet to this young 
Earle, 

By the Duke of Britamy, they were received not 
onely with promile of ſafety, but with teliefe of 
penſion. Him perhaps the conſideration of the 
inſtabilicy of humane affaires, moyed to this no- 
ble picty, Bur Peter Landois (the fole direour of 
the Duke aud a wicked man) perſwaded his Ma- 
ſerto give them entercainement our of an avari- 
tious hope one day, tomakea good merchandize 
for himſelfe by ſale of them into England. 

Yet could nottheRKing bring his bappineſle to 
tharquiet he deſired; Some few ſmall drops fel] 
upon him afterthe great terypeſt. For a baſe Son 
of William Nevill Earle of Kent, commonly known 
by the name of the Baſtard Fauconbrige, having bin 
imployed Vice Admirall by the Earle of Warwicke, 
during the late combuſtions of the kingdome, to 
hinder all ſuccors which might comefrs the Low, 
Countryes to King Edwards aide, ſoone as heun- 
derſtood the Earles death, ſcr up for himſelfe and 
fell to tradein open Pyracy. His conditions were 
ignoble as bis birth,and onely can be faid afit in- 


ſtrument to moye the baſer multitude to (edition. 
K 3  Betwecne | 
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| betweene Dover and ( allice he robd moſt, and had 
now got under his command.:a Navie great 
enough to worke miſchiefe. . Eipecially: having 
the chiefe of Callice (who had fided latcly with 
the Earle) of his contederacy, and by that meanes 
ſafetie upon all occaſions in their harbor. - Gathe- 
ring therefore into his rctinue many of thoſe who 
had eſcaped from the, two former overthrowes, 
andprefuming,upon the affection of the Kentiſh 
and Eſſex men, he ſaild up the River of T hames. 

The intention of his armes divulging to befor 
the common libertic, and the redemption of the 
King .and Queene impriſond by anuſurper. By 
which pretence, cyer powerfull co incline the yul- 
} garto fedition, he invited to the quarrel ſo great 
a multitude, that the number was-reckoned ſe- 
venteene thouſand fGghting men : Moſt of them 
the dregs and lees of former rebellions: Such who! 
having beene heretofore. on King Henries fide,and 
wanting courage to make good the undertaking 
bad by flight eſcapd; or elſe men whom guilr 
of ſome enotmous diſorder had prepared for any 
attempt; becauſe neither could hope to remaine 
loog ſecure from puniſhment, when once the ſe- 
vereeyeofa peaccable government, ſhould looke 
narrowly into their offences. 

With this he marcht ro Kimmgſtone hoping there 
to haye croſtthe River, but being debard hee led 
his Army into S', Georges fields, and from thence 
with his Ordinance made ſume ſmall battery on 
the Citie. And co ſtrike the more terrour, in the 
meanertime he cauſd three thouſand of his men to 
be tranſported by boate ar Saint Katherines, to 
make an aſlault on the other ſide at Algate and Bi. 
ſhopſgate. Who being ſet a ſhore with a courage 
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as deſperateas their quarrell, offerd co force an 
entrance, but by the Citizens were bravely repulſt. 
The Lord Major and Aldermen directed by the 
greatexperience ofthe Earles of Eſſex and Rivers 
and the Marqueſle Dorſet, negleting no partof 
the beſt Commanders. Ando yaliantly they pur- 
{ucd the rebels (who ſoone began to: thinke) that 
Fawconbridge with much difficultie recovered his 
ſkippes. For hee overcontidenc of ſuccefle had 
commanded them to fall as low as the Downes, 
little fearing he ſhould fo ſoone beforc'd to ſecke 
ſafetic atSea, and having vainly deluded himſelfe 
and his Souldiers with expectation. of great For- 


ces from Wales under the conduct of -Zaſper Earle | 


of Pembroke. Witch much'danger of being de- 
ſtroyed at Black-beath, - wherefor a while hee en- 
trenchc,he got at length to Sandwich and fortefied 
the place. Few ofthe Rebels whahad any weake 
hope of pardon, following cheir Generall upon a 
forced retreat. fr Vireel 

The Commons entring thns'upon every ſlight 
invitation into rebellion, when the. preſervation 
of King Henry was but mention'd, made the King 
begin to conſider how dangerous his life was to 
the State; and that his death would diſarme even 
the hope of his faction, forever reflecting more 
upon the warres. It was therefore reſolv'd in King 
Edwards Cabinet Councell, that to take away all 
title from fucure inſurrcRions, King Henry ſhould 
be facrificed. For howſoever ſome cither to clecre 
the memory of the King, or by after cruelcies 
gueſſing at precedent, will bave this murder to be 
the ſole act of the Duke of Glocefter : 1 cannot be- 
lieveaman ſocunningly in declining envie, and 


| winning honour to his name, would haye under- 


taken 
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taken ſucha buſineſle of his owne councell, and 
executed it with his owne hands, Neither-did this 
concerne Glocefter ſo particularly as to engage him 
alone in the cruclty : nor was the King lo, fcrupu- 
lous, having commanded more unnecellary 
flaughters, and from his ,youth beene never any 
ſtranger to ſuch executions- Jn killing the Prince 
hehad Clarence, Dorſet, and Haſtings for his con» 
ductors; and inthe ycry murther of his Nephews 
(which was the ſecuring his uſurpation) he rru- 
ſted Tyrrell: Soconfident had his innated inhu- 
manity made him, thathe doubted not bur others 
might be faichfull in villany. Bucthe death of King 
Henry was aed in the darke; fo that itcannot be 
afirmed who was the executioner: onely it 1s 
probable it was a reſolution of ſtare. Thecare of 
the Kings ſafcry, iand the publicke quiet, ia ſome 
| ſort making it, howeyer cruell, yet. neceſla-

g But that the world might not ſuſpect King Hen. 
ry lived ſtill and thereupon leane to new defignes, 
he was no ſooner dead, but with ſome ſhow of 
Funeral Rites, his body was brought into Sainc 
Pauls Church : where upon 4ſcention day his face 
uncovered, he was expoſed to the curiofity of e+ 
very eye. For the King was reſolved rather to en- 
dure the {candall of his murther, then to hazard 
the queſtion of his life: Which continually gave 
life tonew ſedicions. From Saint Paules next day 
the corps obſcurely without any ceremony ( in 
thoſe dayes with much picty obſcrv'd toward the 
dead) was convey dto the Blackefryers, and from 
thence by boate to Cherfye. Whence, after it had 
reſted ſome while, it was remooved to Windſore, 
and there at length found quiet. The King haviog 
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even after death partaked with the troubles and

So 
that when an Herauld catne from King Lewys, he 
was receiyed 'into the Engliſh Campe with much 
bumanity.; and friendly invited by the Souldier, 
to refreſh himſelfe with wine and mecate, till the 
King,who was then at dinner, were at leiſureto 
givehim audience, For Lewys, following thein- 
{tructions of our Herauld, ſoone as he underſtood 
King Edward was landed, and had heard likewiſe 
of ſome diſguſts,appearing b:tweene him and the

This meſlage deliveredin 3 foft tonc,cxpreſling 
much humilicie, and ever aſcribing to the Kings 
greatneſlc of Spirit and the nations glory; toge- 
ther with promiſeto make overture of conditons | 
both honorable and profitable; begot a favora- 
ble audience. And many of che great Lords, who 
had plentifull revenues at home, were as forward | 
as the King to liſten to peace, and forſakeunne- ; 
ceflary| daogers abroad: Neither did: the greateſt | 
ſtatitis diſlike a.creatie, conſidering that all-our 
warres: in France had rather purchaſte fame then 
treaſurero onr Kingdome,and when our Souldier 
rcturnd home,their ſcartes were greater theri their 
Nob ſpoiles.

That 
even in the pollicique diſcretion of government 
it was-congely'dthat nearely it concernd the Rate 
of England to provideagainſt ſo dangerous an ads 
dition. of doquinion to the French: Gonſidering 
King Lewys hadalready moſt injuriouſly wreſted 
away nat ancly. Peronue Mountdidier Tournay and all 
che reſt of Picardielold hererofore ro Duke Phillip : 
Burſcizd even upon Burgundy the inhericance of 
their Princeſs, And whatexpreſſeth theinhumani- 
ticof the tyrants,and the hated malice of his inten- 
tions, ſommons her at this preſent to do homage 
perſonally for Flanders and her other territories.

tie of Warwicke Eſquire, who ever was depe 
upon him and ranne his fortune, had beene in 
 |his abſence «pars. indighted, arraign'd 
all in the compaſle of two dayes. 
The crime upon which his accuſation was prin- 
cipally grounded, were inconſtderate words by 
which upon report that white Bucke was killdas 
che King was hunting in his Parke, hee wiſhethe 
head and hornes and all in the Kings: belly, 
whereas indeed he wiſhtir oncly in his belly who 
counſaild the King ro kill x. With: this acculati- 
on were mingled many other of poiſoning, 
ceries,and inchantments : Crimes which every 
dicious man eaſily perceivd, were onely pur in 
the ſcale like graines, to make his zaſh language, 
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full weight, which otherwiſe would have beene 
toolighcco deſerye the ſenrence of death. Theſe: 
| proceedings Clarence reſented, as they were inten- 
ded, and expoſtulated witliche King the injuſtice. 
ro his ſervant, and injury to 'himſelfe. Andac- 
cording to: the cuſtome of cxpoſtulations, his 
| words were bold and diſorderly, and: having re- 
cav'd an apparent injury built too. much on the 
right of | his cauſe, and provoked the King 
too far into indignation... So that ſoone. af+ 
ter hee .was committed cloſe priſoner to. the 
Tower, where-by A& of Parliament arcainted, 
he was ſecretly put to death : the manner, as it is 
generally receivd, was by. thruſting his head into 
| a Burof Malmeſey, by which he was ſtifled. 

In his artainder, according to the forme, are 
crimesenoughto make his death have apparence 
of juſtice, the execution of which the King ſeem'd 
rather conſtrain'd to, | then to. have ſought. 
Forthenarc reckon'd how.the Duke of Clarenceto | 
-bringrthe preſent government into hatred withthe 

cople, and thereby the preſent ſtate intotrou- 
bh had not onely in his ſpeeches frequently laid 
juſtice to the Kings charge in attainting Thomas 
Burdet falſely,convitt of many notorious treaſons 
but ſubord many of his ſervants and divers others, 
corrupted with money, to divulge the like ſedi- 
tious diſcourſes. That he had ſpread abroad im- 
pious rumors that the King dealt by Necroman- 
cy,and upon offence againſt ſuch of his ſubjects, 
whom by order of Law he conld not deſtroy, hee 
was accuſtomed to take away by poyſon. Thar 
he hadnot reſted there, but whereby to 'adyance 
himſelfecotheKingdome, and for ever to diſable 
the'King and his poſtericiefrom the Crowne, had 


contrary 
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contrary to truth, natureandReligion, Viper-like 
deſtroying her who gave him lite, publiſhe that 
the King was a baſtard and no way capableto 
reigne: ſhat ro make this his ſo monſtrous am- 
bicion more ſucceſſefull and already to begin his 
uſurpation, he had caus'd many of the Kings ſub- 
jets ro bee ſworne upon the moſt bleſſed Sacra- 
ment to bee true to him and his heires, without 
any acceptation of their alleigance: After which 
ſo ſolemne oathes, hee diſcovered to them his 
reſolution to right himſelfe and his followers, | 
Who had both iuffer'd by the Kings violent wreſt- 
ing away their cftaces : And in particularto re- 
venge himſelfe upon theKing, who (as hee moſt 
impiouſly and fallly ſuggeſted)had by art Magicke 
order'd to conſume him, as a Candle conſumexh | 
in burning. And, what moſt expreſtthat treaſon | 
of his deſignes,that he had got outan excmplifica- | 
tion under the great Scale of Henry the [8 late 

King: wherein was ſhewed how by the Parlia. 
ment it was enacted that if the ſaid Henry and 
Edward bis ſonne {ſhould dye without ifſuc male, 
the kingdome ſhould deſcend upon the Duke of 
Clarence and his heires : Whereby clearely appea- 
red his intentior,, ammediatly to poſleſle himleltfe 
of the Crowne, with deſtruction of King Ed- 
ward and his children by pretention of a generall 
ele&tion of the Commonweale. This was the 
. [ſummeof his artainder, which wee may well be. 
leeve had not ſo cafily paſt but by the Kings pub- 
like declaring himſelfe, the ſecret working of| 
the Duke of Gleceſter, and the paſſionate urging 

of the Queenes kindred, But this Attainder hat 

in it one thing moſt remarkeable, that Clarence

Which afcerward was alledged indeed by Richard 
Duke of Gleceſter, tothe abſolute difinheriſon of | | 
che Kings Sons. Whereby Gods ſevere judgement 
mavifeſts, hovv unſafe it is in aPrince, by falſe ac- 
culations to condemne an innocent, or but to 
aggravate the fault of one lefle guilty, ro the 
end, that crueltie may bereported an act of ju- 
ſtice. - 

The death of this Prince ſudden and extraordi- 
nary; begot every where an cxtraordinary cen. 
ſure : the unnaturall ſeverity, raking away all 
excuſe, even from their diſcourſe, who moſt fa- 
vour'd theKing. Ac home it was generally con- 
| demn'd, both in regard of the manner, i being 
prodigious to bedrowned without water, upon 
dryground; and the quality of the perſon : He 
| being the firſt brother to aKing in this Counery, | 
that ever wasattainted. And whatincreaſedthe 
| murmure, a faction appeard at Court trinmphing 
in his ruine, all the accuſations were ſtrangely 
 wreſted, and no matter of fa, ſcarce an- inten- 
tion, provedagainſt the ſtate. Whereupon this 
puniſhment wasthought to haye beenc inflicted 
upon him for no new attempt: His firſt taking 
part with Warwicke, being his onely crime. For 
which warre, though ſomewhat againſt nature, 
he had many examples in Prance, Spaine, and o- 
ther parts of Chriſtendome: Whereas forthe death 
ofa younger Brother, upon bare ſuſpition, the 
King could borrow no precedent ncerer then the 
Turkiſh governement. Bur Clarence imagined the 
prerogative of his birth a ſufficient defence againſt [ 
danger, and omitted to fortefic himſelfe with 
tation : which laid him open to every aſſault of 
envy.

He caſt up the accounts of 
his tribute both at home and abroad, and all thoſe 
creaſures gather'd either by proſcription of his 
enemies,or exacting from his ſubjects, and found 
himſelfe a bAckerout, For till now, hee wanted 
leaſure*to ſearch into that which moſt concernd 
him: and delighted roo much inthe pompe& plea. | 
ſure ofthe Inne where he was not to ſtay, forgot he 
had a journey, and unawares was overtaken b 
night:an endlefſe nighe,which no day ſucceedes, 
Perceiving his doome inevitableand no hope of 
the leaſt reprive:he began to order buſineſle as ful- 
ly as the ſhortneſle ofthe cime would licence.

T be difhonour of one Lady abu 
ſed extending the diſgrace of ſeverall families, and mightie 
fattions knitting together for revenge : In the whole 
ftacke of imuries none being ſo cruell to humane na«| 
ture, and. which With leſſe patience can bee diſſem- 
bled. - - 

His frequent perjurie ( a ſinne Which ſtrikes like a 
Sword with t wo edges, both againſt divine and humane 
faith) was the crime which renderd him moſt odtous to 
the ſocietie of man» For impioufly hee appeard in this to 
brave beaven, ſlighting all ſolemne covenants made with 
Ged : and fooliſhly preferring before a holy promiſe, a lit- 
tle profit, or the ſatisfaFtion of bis revenge.
